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HIGHLIGHTS 


Fewer  hatcheries  participated  in  the  Plan  this  year  but  the  average 
capacity  per  hatchery  increased  to  a  new  high  of  95,  223  eggs. 

An  all  time  high  of  99.  8  percent  of  the  capacity  of  participating 
hatcheries  was  qualified  to  produce  U.  S.   Pullo rum- Typhoid  Clean 
poults. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  all  flocks  qualified  for  the  U.  S. 
Pullorum- Typhoid  Clean  classification.    The  percentage  of  realtors 
on  the  first  test  reached  a  new  low  of  .  007. 

The  number  of  participating  flocks  continued  to  decline  while  the 
average  number  of  birds  per  flock  increased  to  a  new  high  of  1,  306. 

The  West  North  Central  Region  continues  to  lead  in  the  number  and 
egg  capacity  of  participating  hatcheries  and  the  Western  Region  in  the 
number  of  birds  in  breeding  flocks.
